HE HAS ANOTHER INTERVIEW WITH PRESI-

ACCOUNT OF AN AWFUL CRIME. 
Disputch to Cincinnati Enquirer. 

PiITTsBURG, Pa., Oct. 2L.—Last uight a gang of 
fiVe musked men went to the house of Juba Gual- 
loway. an old and wealthy farmer, who lives in 
alonely and cluded spot some miles distant 
from Mount Pleasant, in Westmoreland County, 
and intlicted injuries upva Guailoway and bis 
housekeeper, Miss Naney Newell, which will 
very likely cause the death of both. It 
seems that they had retired, when Miss 
Newell was awakened by a loud knock- 
ing. She went to the door aud asked 
who were tnere, bit received uo response. She 
then awakened Mr. Galioway, who opened the 
door, the five seyuodreis rusbed in and 
seized them. Although Mr. Galloway is a man 
of about 70 years, be ia very powerfully built, 
and a desperate strusgie ensued, the burgiars 
striking bun with siuag-shots and biudgevnas, 
while he defended himself with a penkuife. He 
cut ove of the feilows in the face, but was final- 
ly beaten into tosensibility, and fell to che floor. 
when tne villains jumped upon his breast, 
crushing in his ribs and horribly mangling him. 

Miss Newell, wuo bad been seized at che outset 
and tied with cowhide thongs and thrown in a 
corner, entreated them not to kill Galloway. 
The scoundrels drew revolvers, and, placing 
them at their heads, said they would blow out 
their brains if they did uot reveal the hiding- 
piace of the money. The old wan. who was 
covered wito cuts and bruises, revealed the 
hiding-place of his treasure, and the fel- 
lows ravsacked the house.

WHY PARNELL iI8SdED THE NO-RENT 
MANIFES 0. 

The New York Times, edited by Mr. Foord, 
an Irishman, is of opinion that the No- 
rent” manifesto was issued by the league 
at the instance or in deference to the wishes 
of the Irish in America. The greater part 
of the contributions to the league’s treasury 
comes from this country. Should the Ameri- 
can donations cease the league would soon 
coliapse without a proclamation from the 
Queen. Mr. Foord remarks: 

if for no weigdtier cons deration than this, 
the irish leaders would be obliged to need any 
suggesaon frow thie country. On the Ita of 
the Iran World, 
telegraphed 20.000 francs to Patrick Egan, who 
represents the Lund Lengue in Puris, and wave 
this advice: “Communicate with Parneil if 

ible, consult wita gous cvlleagucs, and then 
ssue a manitesto— No Kent! Egan replied 
that the suggestion was approved. The man- 
itesto, to which the uames ot Parnell. Kettle. 
Davitt, Dillon, Brennan. Sexton, and Egan were 
attached, was issued nextday. Thais tiery ducu- 
eciares that it is 
as lawful to refuse to pay rents as it is to re- 
ceive them.“ And the significant statement is 
made that Irieb-Americans “may be relied 
upon to contribute, if necessary. as wan) mill- 
ions of money as they have contributed thou- 
sands to sturve out landiordism.” This extrayv- 
avant asseruon was probably prompted by tbe 
receipt of Mr. Patrick Ford's 20,000 francs. 


li is possible there is some truth in these 
statements. Parnell’s great object, however, 
was to secure a stable tenure and a moderate 
rent to the half-million tenant f rmefs of 
Ireland. After achieving this end he pro- 
posed next to have the farmers Luy out the 
landlords and own the land. Uniess the rents 
eould be cg down and made moderately low 
the farmers would never be able to save 
enough to make their first payment. Par- 
nell’s fear has been ever since the passage of 
the Land bill that the court, Onder the name 


pot “fair renis,” would fix thew substantially 


at the old rates—reducing some and raising 
others, which would keep the farmers for- 
ever impoverished by the struggle to ruise 
and sell enough produce to pay the statu- 
tory gentals—in good years making a little 
headway and in bad crop years having their 
protits all absorbed by the landlords. 

Parnell was ‘preparing a few hundred test 
cases to open the court and see what con- 
struction it intended to put upon the term 
“fair rents,” aud how it construed the law 
as to what wasa fair rent. He was taking 
inte court the cases of tenants of lenient 
landlords who had been exacting low or 
moderate rents. If the court raised the rent 
in such cases the league intended to issue a 
manifesto advising the farmers to reject the 
Land bill and demand frou Parliament some- 
thing better. But Gladstone “ suspected ”’ 
him and cast him into prison, and thereby 
closed his mouth and stopped his personal 
efforts. 

Now, in regard to issulng the No- Rent“ 
proclamation to the thousand bench Land 
Leagues in Ireland, we are inclined to the 
opinion that Parnell had a deeper purpose 
in view than appears on the surface. We 
think that he foresaw that the Government 
would issue a proelamation declaring the 
league to be illegal and criminal and order- 
ing its dissolution very quickly after launeh- 
ing the No- Rent manifesto, and that he 
was prepared for it. But his purpose was to 
influence the action of the Land Court and 
cause it to fix low rents. He easily saw that 
Gladstone’s Government would desire the 
court to make the rental low in order to 
satisfy the farmers, and cause them to aban- 
don the league and take statutory leases for 
fifteen years. He also saw that the Irish 
Jandiords, rather than prolong the 
struggle, stand “ boycotting,” and being 
shot at, and having to collect their 
rents by seizure and eviction would gladly 
compromise on low rates and prompt pay- 
ment. The landiords would therefore siguify 
to the Land Court their willingness to have 
it fix low rents to stop the row, vaecify the 
tarmers, and break up the league, Our 
opinion is that the Land Court will fix much 
lower rentals than if the “No-Rent” mani- 
festo of the league had not been issued, and 
that Parnel! had this outcome partly in view 
when he signed his name to the proclama- 
tion. The Executive Committee of the Land 
League cannot help knowing that an abso- 
lute reyydiation of rent will bring eviction. 
Eviction means the employment of force, 
and, before force can be exhausted in this 
direetion, the tenant must face the power of 
the British Government. Against such a 
force as this ot, what avail would be 
“passive resistance except to fill Ireland 
with distress and wo that would surpass any 
heretotore endured? The bulk of the farm- 
ers will gladly compromise the contention by 
accepting low rents, fixed tenure, and free 


sale. 

* THE BR DGE ORDINANCE 

The vessel-owners are inclined to dispute 
the right of the City of Chicago te exercise 
police power over the bridges which connect 
the different divisions of this city. It is 
stated that one of the largest of the transpor- 
tation companies nas made its arrangements 
to sue the city for damages, amounting to 
$30,000 or $40,000, based on the alleged loss 
of time incident to the detention of its 
steamers under the ordinance which re- 
quires that bridges shall be closed for 
public travel one hour in the morning and 
one hour in the evening. It is also alleged 
that the sum of $10,000 has been subscribed 
by various steamboat, tug-boat, and propel- 
ler lines to prosecute the case. If this be 
true, we hope the lawyers will take notice. 
Indeed, the legal profession rarely permits 
any bonanza of this kind to slip its attention, 
and attorneys may better supply the boat- 
— — bad law at high prices in a ridicu- 
ous suit than to allot it to more deserving 
and less selfish litigants. | 

The river and lake inen are altogether unrea- 
sonable in their oppusition to the new bridge 
ordinance. They can summon the bridges to 
turn at any minute of the day or night ex- 
cept one hour in the morning and one hour 
in the evening, when the teus of thousands 
of residents of the North and West Divisions 
are coming to and returning from their places 
of business. The people have but two hours 
out of the twenty-four when they can rely 
upon the bridges being closed. During all 
the rest of the day the horse-cars, the business 
teams, the people who walk, the omnibuses, 
the doctors, everybody and everything, are 
practically made to wait upon the convenience 
of the vessels. The vessel-owners certainly 
have the best of the arrangement, and ough 
to be satisfied with it, Instead of this, they 


pel its abandonment by running 
destroying the property 

and endangéring the lives of the people cross- 
ing the bridges. The vessel Captains who 
have undeftaken this bulldozing business 
have been brought up with a sharp turn, and 
any further attempts in the same direction 
will be severely punished. But they now 
propose to appeal to the courts to coeree the 
600,000 people of Chicago, with the immense 
interests they répresent, to stand back, and 
endure ali the loss of time and money which 
it may suit the convenience or the ims of 
the vessel-owners to inflict upon them. This 
proceeding is not quite so outrageous as the 
attempt to run down the bridges, but it will 
prove to be equally futile. 

There is pne pains abaut the navigation of 
the Chi River which the vesselmen 
seem to overlook or ignore. Originally this 
stream was a little, crooked creek, with bars 
and shallows. it has been enlarged to s 
capacious harbor at the expense of the City 
of Chicago. The United States Government 
has done nothing to put or keep the river in 
its present navigable condition, The dredg- 
ing has done at the expense of Chicago 
taxpayers, Who have expended millions upon 
it. If it had not been for the improvewents 
made by the City of Chicago none of, the 
Steam vessels would have been able to make 
use of it whose owners are now protesting 
against the closing of the bridges during two 
hours (morning and evening) out of the 
twenty-four. Do these vessel-owners sup- 
pose that the courts will refuse to the city 
the right to make reasonable bridge rules for 
a stream which the city has developed at 
large cost for the free use of the vessels ? 

Aside from all this, the vessel-owners are 
seeking to putan injury upon the business 
community, which supports them, when they 
resist the present bridge ordinance. Nor is 
the present restriction of any appreciable 
damage to the business of the vessels. Know- 
ing the two hours during which the bridges 
are closed for the convenience of the com- 


“munity, the owners and managers of vessels 


can well arrange to enter or leave the river 
at some time curing the remaining twenty- 
two hours. The idea that a single trans- 
portation company should set up a loss of 
$30,000 or $40,000 because their steamers have 
not been permitted to go through the bridges 
during two particular hours of the day is 
simply preposterous. That sum would ex- 
ceed the damage done by the bridge ordinanee 
to all the vessels that use the Chicago River 


' during the entire year. 


Perhaps it is as well, however, that the 
rights of the city to make police regulations 
governing the bridges should be fixed by the 
courts, if the vessel-owners are still inclined 
to dispute that right, sinee the city may find 
it of advantage to close the bridges at other 
hours dur the day, and give the peuple 
something ure than one-twelfth of the time 
given to the vessels for the use of the bridges. 

JUSTUS SCHWAB'S COMMUNISM. 

The interview held between a representa- 
tive of Tue Chicado TRIBUNE and Mr. Jus- 
tus Schwab, professional Communist, on 
Thursday last presents an inside view of 
Coumunism. Schwab is the head and front 


of Comwmtnism in this country. What he 


says, therefore, may be accepted as an official 
expusition of its tenets. He is the typical 
represegtative of it—large, fat, lazy, and well 
dressed ‘on the profits of beer. Being a Com- 
muuist. it was natural that he should be 
found in a saloon with a mug of the liquid 
and a cigar—not because all beer-drinkers 
are Communists, by any means, but because 
all Communists are beer-drinkers, and natu- 
rally gravitate to a saloon. Schwab is not 
only a patron of salouns, but be operates one 
for a living in New York, his business being 
to peddle two cents’ worth of beer for five 
cents to those who frequent his ginmill. By 


their guzzling he maintains himself in com- 


parative idleness. He does no work. He 
does no good in the world. He produces 
nothing. He adds nothing to the food, fuel, 
or. clothing of the world. He does 
not know what it is to do an hon- 
est day’s work. Heels not even sure, 
according to his own statement, whether he 
owns his liquor-shup or not, which makes it 
apparent that he has been set up iu business 
by some brewery and has not yet cleared off 
its lien upon his saloon. And yet this same 
beer-slinger says that capital bas no rights” 
and that all employers are rascals,” with- 
out taking luto consideration that capital is 
keeping him.alive by starting him in busi- 
ness and furnishing Lim wet goods to sell 
at retail, 

Mr. Justus Schwab’s statement of the pur- 
voses of Communism is definit enough: 
“Capital has no rights whatever.” There- 
fore it must be crushed out. Labor alone has 
rights. “Property is rubbery.” Farmers, 
house-owners, bankers, Board-of-Trade men, 
jobbers, and retail dealers are to be dispos- 
seased of their property. All private posses- 
sious, and all means of labor, including ma- 
chinery, are to be “expropriated,” thus re- 
ducing labor to the work of the bare hands. 
No men are to own their houses, stores, 
shops, manufactories, farms, or gardefa. 
The land is to be owned in commun by the 
Schwabs and their ilk and worked in com- 
mon, Schools are to be discontinued and re- 
ligious institutions to be suppressed. The Gov- 
ernment, which will probably be Mr. Justus 
Seuwab and the ring of Sch wabs, is to take the 
produce raised and distribute it, and all man- 
kind in general is to settle the eguitiés. Those 
who object to surrendering their property to 
the Schwabs and giving in their adhesion to 
the new order are to be put down by force. The 
trades-unions of the cities are to furnish the 
physical furce to erush the farmers and other 
property-owners ‘and seize their lands and 
lots, 

Such is the delectable scheme of reform 
contemplated by Mr. Justus Schwab and his 
disciples, and agitated in his smoky, rank- 
smelling saldon in New York, among his 
thirsty congpatriots, amongst whom he scorns 
to divide the large profits on his beer which 
he is enabled to pocket by means of the cap- 
ital of the “dishonest rascals and robbers ” 
who own an adjacent brewery and have set 
him up in business. Evidently Schwab 
is more in favor of division of profits by 
other. people than of dividing his own, for 
he not ouly pockets his beer money, but 
when it was asked what he would do in case 
he received a legacy from a rich relative he 
was quite undecided, but thought he would 
do all he could with it, himself being treas- 
urer of the fund. Cunning Schwab! 

Mr. Justus Schwab’s scheme was definit 
enough, but the main point lacking in it is 
the means of carrying it out. How is he go- 
ing to force five millions of farmers to give 
up, their farms, and three million owners of 
houses and shops in the cities and towns to 
surrender them to the Communists? How 
is he going te compel workingmen who 
have saved enough from: their wages to 
sscure a house and garden-patch to give 
up what they have accumulated to his 
“common fund” for loafers? There is 
nothing that a man will hold on to go 
tenaciously as possessions for which he hag 
toiled.and saved year afier year, and all the 
more so when his property is claimed for 
the benefit of lazy loafers who have never 
done an honest day’s work, or who spend 
their earnings on Hquor and folly. Mr. 


Justus Schwab, sitting in the thick smoke | 


and strong smells of his saioon, may fancy 
that his scheme looks and sounds well, and 
his ignorant rabble may lustily applaud his 


our people. Schwab freely gave expression 
to sentiments and as freely uttered threats 
against the peace of soclety and against our 
laws, institutions, and Goyernment, which, 
if uttered in any other country, would have 
eonsigned him to prison. For the expres- 
sion of sentiments not a fractional part as 
violent as his, and with ne threat against 
Government or society, Mr. Parnell fies in 
prison. But Schwab should not mistake the 
patience of the American people. He may 
ait in bis saloon among his frowsy followers 
and bark as loudly and leng as he pi 
but if he should ever attempt te bi 
would suffer the fate of 4 mangy cur.

THE NAME3 OF THs SOUTH PARES, 

The universal protest against the designa- 
tion of the eastern portion ef the South Park 
system as “Jackson Park” warrants some 
inquiry as to how thie offensive partisan 
name came to be given te it The South 
Park Commission consists now of Messrs. 
John R. Walsh, Bernard Callaghan, Martin 
Russell, John B. Sherman, and Paul Cornell. 
Mr. Cornell is the only man op the board 


who is regarded as a Republican. Mr. Sher- 


man, perhaps, is not a very good Democrat, 


but it is understood that he rarely at 


tends the meetings of the board. Messrs, 
Walsh, Callaghan, and Russell are all 

crats of the mast proneuneed character, 
control the board. In faet, the board may 
be said to be unanimously Democratic, since 
Mr. Russell, the Auditor, is understood te 
“run things” ashe pleases, while Messrs.

ly Democratic. Henee it is easy to under- 
tand how the name Jackson came to be 
given to one of the South Parka, and why 
the people are in doubt whether it was 
called after Gen. Andrew Jackson, the 
sponsor of the spoils system in American 
politics, or after Gen. Stonewall Jack- 
son, the idol of the Confederates. 

The Demosratie Board of Commissioners 
must recognize the un4tneas of this designa- 
tion, especially as asseciated with the name 
of Washington, which has been given to the 
other of the South Parks, and they can well 
affurd to forego this partisan name in defer- 
ence to public sentiment. American history 
does not place Gen, Jackson uvon the same 
plane with Washington, “ the Father of his 
Country“; but there is one man, contempo- 
raneous with Washingtoa, with whose name 
Washington himself would be delighted to 
have his own connected in any man- 
ver. We refer to Benjamin Fraekiin. He 
was a scientist, a diplomat, a political econ- 
omist, a statesman, and a patriot whose 
name will always give lustre to anything 
which it adorns. If one of thé South Parks 
is to be called Washington Park,“ it would 
be eminently fitting to call the other Frank- 
lin Park.” There would then be no doubt in 
the minds of the people after whom the East 
Park had been named, and no reg et that a 
pariisan board had afflicted the people of 
Chicago with a partisan name for one of 
their principal pleasure-grounds. Messrs. 
Walsh, Callaghan, and Russell ought to re- 
consider this matter, and, if they neglect to 
do it, Messrs. Sherman and Cornell ought 
for once to assert themselves. The system 
of parks should continue to be known as the 
South Parks, under which general name they 
are alrdady familiar to the whole country.

THE COLIURE OF DISEASE. « 

A remarkable incident happened at the 
great Medical Congress lately held at Lon- 
don, and attended by the most gminent med- 
ical men of ail civilized eountries. When 
the President of the cougress in his inaugu- 
ral spoke of Pasteur, his learned audience 
leaped to their feet, and, acting more like an 
American political convention stampeding 
with a “dark horse” than the grave and 
scientifie body they were, cheered and 
cheered, again and again. In this acclaim 
to“ the quiet-looking Frenchman” ho sat 
on the platform, these doctors only has- 
tened the popular recognidion of a man 
whe will unquestionably be known as 
the greatest benefacwr of his age. Pas- 
teur began in a quiet Parisian labora- 
tory with the study of germs in yeast, 
passed on to the great discovery that the 
zymotic plagues that ravage mankind are 
the work of germs, and is at this moment 
capp.ag his wonderful achievements with 
the discovery that many and perhaps all of 
this class of diseases can, like small-pox, be 
prevented by vaccination. Jenner won im- 
mortal gratitude by the discovery of vac- 
cination for swmall-pox; but, where Jen- 
ner found out a faet, Pasteur has 
discovered a law-—the Newtonian law of 
the world of disease. In — 2 col- 
umn we print a statement ga ed from 
various sources of just what has been 
done by Pasteur and the gifted and devoted 
scieutists of various uaiionalities who have 
followed his lead. Splenle fever, or the 
plague of boils among men and cattle, 
chicken cholera, ague@r malarial fever, con- 
sumption, smal:-pox, diphtheria, and hydro- 
phobia—these diseases have been seientifical- 
ly proved by Pasteur and those who have 
taken up his line of experiment to be the 
depredations of germs, We owe to two Amer- 
icans, Prof. H. C. Weed and Dr. Henry F. 
Formad, the discovery made latest of all, 
that diphtheria is a germ disease, Vaccina- 
tion has already been proved to be a prevent- 
ive of small-pox, of splenic fever, of chicken 
cholera, of pig typhuid, and of hydrophobia 
in sheep and goat. Lester, whose anti- 
septic surgery is a grand application of Pas- 
teur’s ideas, believes that the remedy of vac- 
cination, which has been se efficacious in 
some of these germ diseases, will soon be 
successfully applied te measies, scarlet-tever, 
and others, and scores of enthusiastic inves- 
tigators are at work in different parts of the 
world to realize what is new more than a 
hope. It seems that we are on the eve of 
universal vaccination, and that the day 
is at hand which has been so loaged 
for by scientific men who could not 
believe that only smali-poxz could be prevent- 
ed by inneculation, the day which has been 
80 prayed for by these whe have one 
after another of their loved ones swépt into 
the grave by diphtheria, scarlet-fever, or 
some other malady of the, 


chapter of what ig ordinarily called histery is 
half so fascinating as the recital we give else- 


that in all cases ef germ diseases, including 
hydrophobia and perhaps consumption, vac- 
cination may be found to be the, eure it is al- 
ready known te be for some of them. If 
this prove #0, will our hildren have to spend 
a large part ot their iufancy in going through 
the dozen or more kinds of vuceinatlon that 
will be needed? Perhaps Pasteur and his 
school, who have done so much. will discover 
the mother germ of all. so that a single in- 
oculation will be a shield against all zymotic 
infection. 

S.nail-pox is raging in Chicago at this mo- 
ment with unwonted fury. There are fears 
that this winter it may become epidemic. Its 
ravages are assisted, and the lives of thou- 
sands put in peril, by the resistance, active 
and passive, of a part of our foreign popula- 
tion to vaccination and the isolation of the 
sufferers. We hope that the political and 
other leaders of these miszuided people will 
inform them of the true nature of the deadly 
contagion they invite, and will induce them 
to abandon a theory of personal .iberty that 
threatens the liberty of every oue around 
them with the horrors of the pest- house. 
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Tue Pall Mall Gazette, dis¢ugsing the con- 
stant increase of Durgiaries and other crimesin 
London, devotes a chapter to the growth and 
prevalence of drunkenness among women in 
the British Capital. It makes the following 
Startiing statements: 

Nor are these the only features of life in Lon- 
don which provoae serious reflections as to tne 
imbpertecdon vf our civiligauun. It is a mei- 
aucboly fact that drunkeuuess mou women is 
proportionately higner in London than any- 
where else in theecuountry. Last year, out of 
some thirty thousand persons apprehended for 
drunkenness in Lvadea, searly fourteen thou- 
sand were women. lu the United Kingdom asa 
whule the proportion is nutbing approaching to 
the metropolitan rate. Whatever may be the 
case eluewhere, the teadency here appears to be 
to the equality ot the sexes in intemperance.

A. M. SULLIVAN. 

No one can accuse Mr. A. M. Sullivan, member 
of Parliament for Louth, with not being an 
Irishman and a Home-Ruier, and, as be seid yes- 
terday. up to a sbort time ago, a Land- Leaguer. 
His opinions, which were published here this 
morning, and some of which I cabled you at an 
early hour, bave bad an effect only second to 
A'chbishop Croke's denunciation of the No- 
ent manifesto. The interview concluded 
with the following words: Everything belong- 
ing to the league conspirators might or might not 
offer evidence of the crime. In this sense, andin 
this sense alone, has the Government, at ‘the 
present moment, any legal power or authority 
to break into or seize or put a stop to any news- 
paper.

They may, 
however, indirectly accomplish their purpose by 
arrest on suspicion, under the act, every man 
from week to week whom they believe con- 
nected with the paper, until its production be- 
cones a physical impossibility.” 

MR. SULLIVAN IS THE ONLY REPRESENTA- 
TIVE 
of the advanced Irish party in London today, 
Mr.Justin McCarthy being in Vienna and Sir 
Gavan Duffy somewhere on the Continent. Be- 
lieving tnat Mr. Sullivan's view of the 
present aspect of affairs in Ireland would 
be of especial interest, I decided to 
Mr. Sullivan personally. and was fortunate 
finding him home late thisevening.

BOTHERING THE PRINCES. 

0 Special Cable. 

Loxpox. Oct. 22.—Smaliey’s special says: 
Goidwin ‘Smith's charge against the Royal 
Family for not utilizing their opportunities for 
promoting great useful works has been grace- 
fully reterred to by the Prince of 
Wales at Swansea. More singular still 
was au  officious-looking rejoinder in the 
Times, which is popularly believed to bave been 
inspired by the Queen. Royaity is industrious 
enough in Great Britain, but much more could 
be done in Ireland. Anotner unusual interposition 
of Royalty in gppular topics was the Princess of 
Wales’ refusal to patronize the ladies’ movement 
to wear only Britisn goods. The movement is 
really an offshoot of the fair trade agitation. 
The Princess’ reply was dictated in high official 
quarters. In connection with this subject the 
interesting fact, well-known in journalism, is 
recalled, that Queen Victoria once wrote a 
leader in the Times. 

THE SALUTING OF THE BRITISH FLAG 
at Yorktown creates a deep feeling of grateful 
sympathy. Every Englishman cordially echoes 
the sentiment of President Arthur's prociama- 
tion. Englishmen bave naturally watched the 
centennial celebrations, and bave been struck 
by the tact with which Americans have 
avoided offense, and the good taste and 
beartiness of their allusions to the mother 
country. American sympathy is peculiarly ac- 
ceptable’ at the present crisis. It is significant 
that any attempt in Irish quarters to excite in- 


ternational difficulties, as in previous agitauons, 


is considered bopeless. 
A SORE BLOW TO THE FAIB-TRADE MOVE- 
NENT. 

Sir Stafford Northcote inflicted a sore blow

The newspapers are devoting much of their 
space to the land question.

MEXICO, 
GARFIELD. 

Crry or Mexico, Aug. 22—The Garfield me- 
morial services orgaaized by Gov. Fernandez 
and the City Council were the most impressive 
ever held in Mexico. The attendance was ex- 
tremely large. Hammekin Mexia, representing 
the city, said: The City of Mexico lays a crown 
of laurels on the tom of a virtuous citizen, sol- 
dier, and statesman, James A. Garfield, and ex- 
presses its profound sympathy fur his widow 
and orpbans.” 

The law passed by the Mexican Congress on 
the 41h of last August requiring merchants to 
pay a tax of one-half of 1 per cent on all their 
au les, the payment to be made monthly on a 
sworn statement of the aggregate amount of 
sales made in the month, has been repealed by 
the present Congress and a substitute offered. 
The substitute meets with even more opposition 
than the repealed law, as it enacts nat a one-cent 
stamp shail be affixed on aliepackages of goods 
sold for every 25 cents’ worth of merchandise 
contained, and that heavy penalties shail be in- 
curred for every invasion of the act. The mer- 
chants contend that this law would not only 
prove unjust, but that it would prove highly 
oneruus to the commerce of the large towns, as 
it could therein be collected by a system of im- 
pertinent espionage, while in the rural districts 
it could not be enforced at all. But the Con- 
gress is determined to enforce some sort of an 
impost upon merchants, and if the present sub- 
stitute fails another will undoubtedly be passed. 

THE BODY OF GEN. MARIANO ARISTO, 
one ot Mexico's ex- Presidents, bas been brought 
from Portugal, and it bas been buried with 
mucb pomp and ceremony in the city. Congress 
decreed three days of mourning asa tribute to 
the dead, and the entire standing army of the 
city was mustered out to do escort duty beside 
the bier. Gen. Aristo served with distinction 
against the armies of the United States in 1847, 
and, in 1851, was elected Constitutonal Presi- 
dent of Mexico. Because of the prevalence of 
insurrections in the country during his Admin- 
istration, he concluded that his Government 
was unpopular, resigned the Presidency, and re- 
tired to private life on his hacienda, near San 
Martin. A tew years later be went to Europe. 
and died in destitution at Lisbon. Gen. Aristo’s 
Administration was characterized by great ro- 
forms in the military and fluancial departments 
of the Government. 

RAILWAYS. 

Rails have been laid upon the Mexican Cen- 
tral Railroad for sixty kilometers beyona Tula, 
which is 150 kilometers frum the City of Mexico. 
It is expected that the road will be completed 
to lrapirata, 351 kilometers, by the end of No- 
vonner, when there will be due from the Gov- 
ernment $2,375,000 in subsidies to the Central 
Railroad Company. 

W. C. Wethereill, Chief Engineer of the Na- 
tional Railway, bas resigned, and William Crash 
Buchanan, Consulting Engineer, is temporarity 
fillmg bis place. Clinton Gardner, General Man- 
ager of the National, bas started for the Pacitic 
Coast. and will return to New York over the 
proposed line of the National Road to the Rio 
Grande. The rumor that the survey of the Na- 
tional from Mexico to Toluca is merely for a 
branch lire, and that the main line will be by 
way of Elsatto, to Maravatid, is incorrect: To- 
luca will be on the main line as contemplated, 
and work beyond Tula toward Maravatio is 
being pusbed.

means of knowing. but the temptation to com- 
mit fraud in this direction is very great, and 
those engaged in the business are not over- 
scrupulous. Therefore, the treaty, in so far as 
it relates to the entire production of the isiand, 
is wholly and exclusively in the interest of the 
Chinese. For years the people of Califurnia— 
indeed, the whole Pacino Coust—were clamorous 
for some sort of a reciprocity treaty with the 
islands, until finally the Government conceded 
this one to them. It was for seven yeurs, and 
now bas about three to run. Our Government 
can terminate it sooner by giving one year’s no- 
tice of its intention or purpose to do 80. 

IN ASKING FOR THE TREATY 
the people of the Pacific coast must have ex- 
pected benefits from it. Perbaps they thought 
it would bring dowu the price of sugar here. 
That it ougbt to have done, seeing thai the duty 
of two and a half cents a pound upon crude 
sugar, equal to five cents a pound upon refined, 
bas been remittea by our Govern- 
ment. But instead of this expected 
reduction we now find that the or.ce 
of sugur wpon the coast is actually higher than 
it was before the treaty. or, perhaps, than it 
would be without the treaty. The $2,500,000 a 
year duty upon the Sandwich lelands sugar 
which the Government surrendered at our vid- 
ding does not come to the people of the Pacitic 
coast. Who, then, is benefited by this so-called 
reciprocity treaty? The answer is, the sugar re- 
finers. 

THE TWO REFINERIES HERE 
represent but one interest, and the railroad 
company. As we shall presently show, the 
price of sugar in New York gov- 
erns the price dere. It is the same 
at San Francisco asin New York plus the freight 
charges. In other words, if sugar is sciling in 
New York at 10 cents per pound, and the freight 
from New York to San Francisco is one cent per 
pound, then the price here would be Il ceats a 
pound. It should pe remembered always, in 
this connection, that about 70 per cent of the 
sugar consumed in the United States is im- 
ported, and that all imported sugar is dutiabie 
except what is produced on the Sand wich Islands. 

_ LAST YEAR 
the railroads charged one cent a pound freight 
for bringing sugar from New York to California, 
but this year they ask double that amount. or 
$40 per ton, which is simply a prohibitury charge, 
and doubtiess was so intended. It isunderstood 
that the refiner here pays the ratiroad here $40 a 
ton upon 25,000 tons of freight which it does not 
carry from New York to San Francisco. The 
refiner, by paying this subsidy of $100,000 per 
annum to the railroad to keep Eastern sugars

YESTERDAY'S SENTENCES.

George 
Wilson pleaded guilty to burglarizing the resi- 
dence of William Chalmers, on West Monroe 
street, of a large quantity of silverware and 
some money, and was given four years in the 
penitentiary. Wilson was one of the prisoners 
who escaped through the flue of the County 
Jail in 1874. He claims to have bid a silent 
adieu to about a dozen jailers since that 
time, and when loiged in this jail a few weeks 
ago he made his threats that it would not hoid 
him very long. John Gartland pleaded ruilty to 
wounding a horse belonging to Matthew Collins 
and was tined $75. ‘lhumus Rees was sentenced 
on plea to one year in the peuitentiary for 
burgiarizing the furniture store of Wirts & 
Schoelle, on the night vf Aug. 1, when he stole 
about $200 worth of velvet trimmings. Joun 
Burns was given two and a half years, Jobn 
Dean one year, and Tnomas Lyons two years in 
the penitentiary on pleas of 82 of stealing a 
case of boots from a car in the Lake Shore yard 
of this city Aug. 1.

Mr. A. Paxton prus- 
ecuted the case and placed upon the stand six 
boys from 13 to 16 years of age. every one of 
whem testified that be was in this saloon and got 
drunk, and that he was supplied with liquor 
after he was drunk. Every one in the Court- 
room was disgusted, and everybody wondered 
how it was that the Mayor allowed such a place 
to run under a license from the City of Chi . 
Kaplansky was deld to the Crimiual Court — 
der bonds of 8200 for seliing liquor to 
intoxicated, and fined $10 and costs for keepi 
a disorderly house, and the Mayor will be — 
to revoke his license. The League is pushing 
its work with great vigor, and during the past 
week a large number of arrests have been made 
and the cases are vow pending before the vari- 
ous Justice Courts as follows: Justice Inger- 
soil, two cases; Wuisb, two; Morrison; six: 
Scully, two; Summertield, four; Wallace, four. 
Quite a number of cases have been entered by 
the North Side League, and a large number of 
causes have been heard by the grand jury.

THE UNKNOWN CAPSIZED VESSEL. 
Special Disnatch to The Chicago Triouns, 
MILWAUKEE, Oct, 22.—The mystery surround- 
ing the loss of a vessel with all bands twenty- 
five miles southeast of this port a week ago 
Thursday seems at last to be gradually ciearing 
away. Ail anxiety concerning the safety of the 
schooners John Bean Jr. and Caledonia having 
been set at rest, the curiosity of friends and 
dread of relatives of crews of overdue vessels is 
asserting itself in such a manner as to promise 
tangible evidence concerning the identity of at 
least one of the iil-fated craft. Withia a day or 
two active inquiries have been instivuted con- 
cerning the whereabouts of the scow Mendota, 
of this port, but thus far witnout success. The 
Mendota salled from here a week ago 
Wednesday for Muskegon, where she was 
to have loaded with slabs for the Milwaukee 
market on owner's account. Since then hotb- 
ing bus been heard from her, and telegraphic 
inquiry made yesterday elicited the fact that 
she has not yet reported at Muskegon. The 
Mendota was a fore-and-aft rigged craft of 
seventy-one tons burden, with a luinber-carry- 
ing capacity of 76,000 feet. She was built by A. 
A. Turner, at Trenton, Mich., in 1868. She was 
ainted lead color, inside and out, a year ayo 
ast spring, but dur the present season had 
not been retouched. is naturally gave ber a 
dark-looking bull te correspond with the report 
made by the Captain ot the schooner Morning 
Light at Chicagu. Her crew consisted of three men

UNDERGROUND WIRES. 


How to Find a Break, and How to 
HRKepair It When Fouad. 

One of the interesting questions connected 
with the laying of the uaderground cabie and 
iis hoped-for success relates to the discovery, 
within close limits, of a break ia the subter- . 
ruueau wire and the readiness with which the 
break may be repaired, the connection restored, 
and the whole difficulty remedied. It will read- 
ily oevur to most people that, if it shall become 
necessary to tear up a long tine of street—say a 
bluck or two—every time tbe current through a 
wire is broken, the underground cable will 
shortly prove quite as much of an annvyance 
and ageoeral uulsance as 1 pee system, witn 
all its ugliness and ite other oDjectionabie feat- 
ures. 

The Western Indiana and the Mutual Union 
peuple naturally recognize the necessity of a 
system which will detect these difficulties at 
short range, and enable them to remove them 
as speedily and at as iytie cost as possible. No- 
body. not even a “ soulless corporation,” cares 
to tear upastrect for the fun of it. lu fact, 
there is no fun in it; it costs money. The im- 
peil ative needs af .uninterrupted connections, 
aud the expense attendant upon repeiring a 
break whepever, by any accident, those connes- 
tions are destroyed. are the strongest kind of 
incentives to provide against sucu aa unturtu- 
pate oocurrence. While it is, of course, im- 
possible, from the very nature of things. to 
prevent the teur up of a certain poruon of 
the street to repair a break, the two eompanies 
now laying the wires would appear to have 
taken every precaution in the way of reduciny 
the pussibie annoyance to a minimum. 

Ia brief, it is designed to 
PLACE THE TESLING-STATIONS 120 FEET 

APART 

—less than half a block. Where a break oceurs 
betweeu any two testing-stations, the exact 
point of the break is ascertained by striking the 
centre of the distance between tne two stations 
and jocating either way. This science of testing 
has been developed until thé testers are able. 
with their lostruments, w locate a bad spot with 
remarkable acouracy. lu whe Urst place, the 
en bie bas been measured, The electrical meas- 
ure is Known to be so tcany “ofma.”’ Cubies like 
those now being laid under Dearborn street 
measure about sixteen ohms to the mile. A 
enble three intles long should give forty-cignt 
ohms resistance. If there be but tweive obms’ 
resistance, it is ut onde apparent that a certain 
portion of the cable is cut out.“ Matnematical 
estiination shows just about how much of the 
wire is in the Circuit—or, in other words, about 
where the break is. 

Tie instrument used in testing these cables is 
a gaivanometer. If everytbing is working satis- 
factorily, and the connection is perfect, the 
sensitive needie is detlected. If the line is. 
broken, there ig no defiecuos. A test at one 
point, say, shows a good line at that particular 
spot. 
tester finds there is no deflection in the needle, 
and knows the line is open Letwoen those two 
po. ats. 

HAVING LOCATED THE DIFFICULTY, 


first as apvroximately ag possible, and then ex- 
actly, it rewaine to repair the break. To do 
thie it is necessary to resplice and resoldep the 
wires, incase theta iu glass tubes, and surround 
them with the insulatwg mixture, as is doue 
when they are tirst laid. 

Except in one instance, the only trouble 
the cable people have so far encountered grew 
out of a very pernicious and reprehensible prac- 
tice on the part of certain workmen for tne 
Western Indiana, who would iusist, when la ving 
a track, on strixing.the lead pi with their 
picks and thus cutting into it. The exception 
referred to was a genuine case of break, which 
ecourred on the Western Indiana line pear 
Twenty-third street and Stewart avenue. The 
men were at aioss to determine just where it 
was at first, but ünaliy located it so closeiy that 
it was only necessary to teur up twenty out of 
600 feet.

Witbin the last month Chicago has given a 
short pause in tne rush Of trade to retrospeo- 
tion, taking a hurriedly exultant view of ber 
ten years of Gnancial progress and vast increase 
ot power as a commercial centre. So great is 
the momentum gained during the etrugzies of 
this ort decade, the wheels roll impatieotiy 
ouward, and such thought as can be spared from 
the present turas toward plang. for the future, 
rather than reviews of the past. Our materia! 
advancement has received ies merited share of 


approval; it may be wellaiso to note the less ) 


obtrusive, but equaily vital, development we 
can show in the desire for art and a sincere ap- 
preciation of it. The exhibition of pictures in 
the Exposition Building, which has just closed, 
was especially worthy of praise as a 
tangible expression of the highest degree 
yet attaived by purely American art. 
The time bas come when what we are some 
what apt to speak of slightingly as “home tal- 
ent hac fairly won ite sours against an unjust 
prejudice for foreign work, and is entitled to 
the large predominance of oanvases from 
American arists which the catalog indicated. 
Speaking at length on this point, a recent articie 
in the Aliaitic Das pertinent words: We 
may now boast of a la and rapidly growing 

vot young men whuse work would in any 
country st oo a level with that of the ablest 
of all but the most iuspired of modern brushbea. 
We bave deen a little siow tu recognize this fact, 
bowever: a little afraid.to believe uur eyes when 
they bore witness that young Americans 
with quite unkoowo names and origin 
were painting things a8 gvod as we couid 
get from Burope, were conceiving of 
their art in the most taoroughgoing and 
urtistic way, and were displaying, moreover, 
a commendable degree of diversity among them- 
seives. , From extremely ciever pupils 
they are growing to de masters in their art. 
They paint as entbusiastically, as steadily, they 
are as devoted to their art, and as entire deter- 
mined to pursue it irrespective of popular cavil 
as when fresh from the iospiring atmosphere of 
Paris or of Münch. We are forced at last to 
confess they can and do paint well.“ 

Judging from the standpoiut of this just and 
Vigorous eGriticism, we have had before us a 
typicai and fairily-complete group of works 
from American artists. fhe names of Egstman 
Jonnusos, William Picknell, Richards, De Huas, 
Quartiey, Wyant, McHatee, and a dozen others 
suggest strong, cvuscientious work and the de- 
liverate purpose of accu) plishing all that may be 
within their power. Added to this fidelity, pos, 
sibly the happy outgrowth of it is great indi- 
viduality, prominent in almost every picture. 
Would ope not at once recognize the powerful 
work of De Haas, the rich autumn cvuivring of 
McKatee. the soft, evanescent veil of mist 
cluuging to tae cliffs of Nicoii’s brush? 
In Gallery B the most important canvases were 
the Funding Bill,” by Hastman Jobason, and 
the Clids of St. Levaut, Coruwall —a notabie 
variation fiom Richards usual manner, wood- 
laud scenery giving piace here to a primrose 
Sky. warming tbe barren rocks, with their cov- 
ering of ecanty verdure, and throwing down a 
bruchter light upon the translucent water rip- 
piing at their dase.

In response, I reveived a donation of 
and acother of Slo, which I deljvered in per- 
son, and, atter careful investigation, became 
fully couvinced that the case was one fully de- 
serving—one of those too frequent cases of suf- 
fering and want, in whieh the pride of recoliec- 
tion of better days in the past leads to the eu- 
durance of everything but crime and death 
rather thau submit to the degradauon of a pub- 
lic exposure of their needs. It would afford me 
much pleasure to receive further dovations for 
their relief.

Several counties were almost ruined; towus and 
villages bud beon reduced to ashes; forests, 
mills, churches, school-houses, farm-bouses, 
crops, aod property of every descripuon bad 
been destroyed. Th 


and property bad been nppaiiing. Three thou- 


| sand families. or about Id. of our people, bad 


been rendered houseless, und were deprived of 
the necessaries of life. The peopie of Michigan, 
who had been actively engaged in behalf of 
Chicawo, were compeiled at vace to turn their 
attention and their efforts towards their own 
auffering citizens. I recai these things simply 
because the articles aliuded tu seem to linpiy 
that Michigan bad not been especialiy liberal to 
Chicago at the time of its great calamity. 

“As to the late fires in Michigan, and the 
amount of relief already afforded the suflerers, 
I will state the case as brietly as possibile. The 
tires were by no means contined to the Saginaw 
Valley: but a small portion of the burned district 
was within that valiey. The two large Counties 
of Sanijac and Huron were almost wholly 
burned over. more than 2,000 families, or B. 
persons, were left bouseiess, losing almost or 
quite everything they had except the land, 
whicb, in many cuses, bad not been i ully paid for 
This iarge number of people were to be pul ina 
position to heip themselves. Seed for their land 
must be furnished, or they could have pe crops 
for another year. About 6.00 — = wheut 
and gruse-seed have been given 10 
inthe ground. Shelter must be provided, and 
all the necessaries of life, fur the time being. 
must be furnished. The immediate wants of 
the people (except bouses) have been supplied, 
but not more than one-half the number of fam- 
jlies have as yet been provided with apy kind of 
a house. This is now being done as rapidiy as is 
possible. It must be remembered that a iong 
winter is before chese people, and that they, 
have no crops until next autuma. As yet, Artie 
or no money has been distributed.

When first I began to visit the Forsyth tract 

there were two ways, each so

that you were sure to wish you had taken the 
other. There was the shore route by South Chi- 
Cago, Crossing the Calumet by u ticklish ferry. 
Phence you sought at once the iake-shore 
beach, very bleasgpt driving, as it used to be 
when it was th ld stage route to Chicago, 
which old settiers weli remember. Then you 
came to the mouth of the Wolf. And here you 
were pointed out a vellow strip of sand-bur 
shining dimly under two or three feet of vater, 
along which, it you bad nerve and your Ariver 
experience, you could drive with tolerable safe- 
ty for 400 or 500 feet, and midway B00 feet from 
sbore, with water on both sides ot 
your narrow submarine causeway deep 
enough to put you and your team out of sight 
at once, to say nothing of possibile quicksands. 
used sometimes to wake up in the night from 
a pleasant litthe dream of the possibilities of 
that amphibious route to Sheffieid. If we took 
the other route we drove southward from South 
Chicago to the Calumet upper bridwe, and so 
around the lakes ten miles, accomplishing the 
three miles of air-line distance from South Chi- 
cago to Forsyth’s. The ride in Shetticla was 
through wood paths, and only in the very dry 
se: so across the undrained sloughs. Our first 
purpose wus to secure bridges at the crossjngs 
of the Wolf and at the Calumet. and to build a 
broad, straight roud between them running di- 
agonally across the 8,000-acre tract. How far this 
has been fully accomplished I have not set about 
writing, for this is not modern history. But we 
spent much money for its accomplishment.

uy With a purpose tifteen years ago, would have 
given Northern Indiana a fuliand valuable con- 
necuion with Chicago, and brought into Lake 
County what sho has waited for—population and 
business enterprises corresponding to its natural 
relation to the great city of the West. No one gave 
more generous or bearty interest and testimony 
and codOperation, so fur as desired, to the project 
than Gov. Hendricks, ana the other Indiana State 
officers seconded nis approval. The movement 
was broad, but it had strong backing iu 
Stute sympathy, for it meant first the improve- 
ment of the mouth of the Wolf River, for access 
to the inner water system, which incidentaily 
would bave drained the whole region permanent- 
ly. Carefully made surveys show a sufficient aver- 
age bigbt ot surtace above the lake to give the 
whole territory a far less amount of waste and 
hopeless swamp land than in any similar tent 
of area in the whole Lake Michigan region. The 
Government surveys of Woif River were made 
at the instance and petition of the State ofticers 
of Indiana, the delegation in Congress from that 
State, and of many prominent citizens. The 
surveys will be ready for further use when con- 
ditions of population make them necessary.

The following interesting letter from Henry 
M. Smith, the pioneer of the development of 
the Wolf Lake region, is very opportune, and 
will give many of our readers their first idea of 
the true character ot the region, and the reason 


why it bas so long iain idle: 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

WORCESTER, Mass., Oct. 17.—Within a few 
weeks past your columns bave contained fre- 
quent references to what seems to have become 
n fresh topic in the newspapers of Chicago., the 
lands in Indimna lying along the head of Lake 
Michigan, eastward from the State line, about 
fourteen miles from Chicago. This tract trom 
its location has long seemed to be destined to 
shure the growtb of your city. My special inter- 
est in the discussion might naturally arise from 
the parte 4+eave beeu made to bear in the Shef- 
field project which occupied my time some ycars 
ago. 
“iy long residence in Chicago gave me yeers 
ago the impression of that Northern Indiana 
regiou which doubtless exists today in many 
minds, and was @rived in the same manner 
from occasional transits across the territory on 
one of the shore lines of raiiroad. For years 
past there have been three—the Michigan South- 
ern, the Fort Wayne, and the Baltimore & Ohio 
—whose tracks lie almost parallel for miles in u 
wide belt running a little distauce south of the 
shore of the lake. The route heid by the two 
first as earliest built showed to the traveler only

and broad sloughs and tracts, overfiowed in wet 
seasons, with thin patcbes of timber and but 


in the woods, and located flying Indian claims,

THE SEASON CLOSING,

VIOLATIONS OF THE BUILDING ORDINANCE.

A notice of this per- 
formance will be found in another part of 
the vaper. There is no occagion for any ex- 
tended review of these performances. In 
her chosen field Miss Anderson is practically 
without a rival in this country. She has a 
strong hold on the popular heart, and pos- 
Ssesses extraordinary talent and dramatic 
strength as an artist. Added to these the 
natural gifts of personal beauty and of the 
magnetism so necessary to an actor’s suc- 
cess, and yet so often wanting in his 
personations, and we bave the material upon 
which to build an editice that shall overtop 
all others. Miss Anderson has begun well;

of persons afflicted with the diseuse. Wituin the 
last couple of years Dr. Kievs, a German, who 
has done much work in this field, and Dr. 
Tomass! Crudelti, an Italian savant associated 
with him in the investigation, discovered that 
by treating with water the soil of a fever- 
haunted marsh of the Campagna the germs of 
an organism which flourished. in the svil could 
be washed out: that germs of tbis organism 
foated—tbhough in much smaller numbers—in 
the air which rested on tbe marsh; that by 
shaking it up with water they, too, might be 
wasbed out, aud that by repeating the operation 
nvain and again an appreciable number of them 
might be coilected from the air.

its most virulent form by isaoculation. He 
showed that the worms, Uy casting out 
over the surface earth containing the 
bacteria germs, provided for their 
presence upon the vegetation which grew 
upon the spot, and that the animals which ate 
of this vegetation were ascertdiniy Killed by the 
germs Wuich they swallowed as were those whicd 
received the same verms through the prick of 
the inoculator’s needic. To cotaplete bis tri- 
umph, be showed that inoculation with 
BACTERIA CULTIVATED TO A STATE! OF 

WARMLESNESS, 
while it produced an attaek of feverisbuess so 
slight as to be scarcely recognizable, afforded 
complete safety against the otherwise deadly 
food, and against the otherwise deadly inocula- 
tion. Experiments were made on flocks of 
sheep sufhieiently numerous to exciude sources 
of accidental error, and these conclusions were 
fully established. Since then the preventive in- 
ocuiation bas been widely employed in France, 
with results promising the agriculturists of that 
country au almost complete immunity from a 
scourge by which their cattle have formerly 
been destroyed in large numbers. It is esti- 
mated that the pecuniary loss ¢ntailed upon 
Freucb farmers by diseases of the splenic-fever 
class bas not beeh less than five million dollars 
annualiy. The wole of this loss, there is good 
reason to hope, will forthe future be éntirely 
avoided. 

iw six fatal cases of puerperal fever, Pasteur 
found microscopic parasites in the pus. He 
argues the cause of death to be that after de- 
livery the pus that forms naturally, instead of 
remaining pure, becomes associated with germs 
from without, which cause death. This fatal 
result can be prevented by the Listerian or 
antiseptic treatment, with carbolic acid or 
with borax.

that habe followed Pasteur's discoveries about 
the deadiy nature of microscopic germs, and bas 
done more than anvtuing else to mitivate the 
borrors of hospitals and the dangers of surgery. 

Two Ametican doctors, Prof. H. C. Wood aud 


Ur. Hur F. Formad, have the credit of having 


proved that what Pasteur bad sbown with re- 
gard to splenic fever and other diseases was 
TRUF OF DIPHTHERIA AS WELL. 

Dr. Formad visited an infected town on Lake 
Miehigan where one-third of all the chiidreu in 
u tmarsby district died of the epidemic, and 
brought back with him specimens of the dipu— 
theric virus, several of the false membranes 
which are invariably formed in the throat of 
afflicted persons, and portions of their viscera, 
it was found that this infinitesimal plant fastens 
upoa the white corpuscles of the blood and mul 
tiplies its cells, altering their character until, 
with the interior destroyed, they burst, and 
plauts, set loose in an irregular mass, separate 
and go off individually to ¢ ntinue the destruct- 
ive work on other corpuscles. Thus increased, 
they poison tue blood, choke the vessels, and 


fare ftound in myriad numbers in the 
spleen and bone marrow, where the 
biood is manutactured. Prof. Wood's in- 


vestigations show that the false membrane, sup- 
posed to invariabiy indicate the presence of 
diphtheria, may be caused by ammonia, Spanish 
Hy, or any other irritating influende in the 
throat, so that its presence is not infallible as 
indicating the existence of this disease. But in 
any case the faise membrane is built up vy this 
parasitical piant, which grows and multiplies 
upou its inflamed surroundings, whatever may 
be the cause. It is wren the plants grow strong 
enough to extend to the blood. either poisoning 
it themselves or carrying the poison with them. 
that diphtheria its iu. This little plant is ex- 
actiy the samc as found upon the coated tongue. 
When Prot. Wood put plants such as are found 
upon a healthy tongue in sterilized matter they 
failed to grow. On the contrary, plants from the 
throat or blood of a person affected with diph- 
tberia multiplied rapidiy. The practical result 
of the investigation pointed out was the possi- 
bility that diphtheria, if existing theories hold 
good. May be 

PREVENTED BY ARTIFICIAL VACCINATION. 

This diphtheric plaut, scientifically known as 
„ micrococi,’’ may in time be cultivated su that 
when inoculated with it the system will be uo 
longer subject to the disease in its fatal form. 

Pasteur’s study of the nature of disease germs 
established principles, which are summarized by 
W. B. Carpenter, in the last number of the 
Nineteenth Century. They are: 

I. That no organie fluid undergoes spontaneous 
fermentation or decomposition, even in the 
presence of atmospheric air; any such action 
being originated and maintained only by the de- 
volopmental action of definit organic germs. 

2. That different kinds of fermentation (using 
that term in its lurwe sense) are produced by or- 
ganic germs of different species. Thus, while 
torula sets going the alcoholic fermentation in a 
saccharine wort, other fungoid germs will set 
up the acetous, and others, again, the putre- 
factive fermentation, when introduced into 
fluids of the same kind. 

J. That many different kinds cf germs—nota- 
biy bacteria, which produce putrefactive fer- 
mentation—are constantly floating in the ordi- 
nary atmosphere, so as to be almost certainly 
—— in any organic fluid freely exposed to 
t. 

4. That if these germs be removed by mechan- 
ical filtration, or be got rid of by subsidence, or 
be deprived of their potency by chemical agents 
which destroy their vitality, the most readily 
decomposable organic fluid may be subjected to 
the freest contact with the air from which the 
— have been thus eliminated without un- 

rgoing any change. 

5. That as there is no such thing as fermenta- 
tion without the presence of germ- particles, so 
there is no such thing as the spontaneous origi- 
nation of such germs; each kind, when sown in 
the liquid, reproducing itself with the same reg- 
ularity as in higher plants. and thus continuous- 
ly maintaining its own type. 

6. Tuat such germ particles, when dried up, 
— 5 only maintain their germinal power for 
unlimited periods. starting into renewed activity 
so soon as the requisit conditions ere supplied: 
but that, in this state of dormant vitality they 
can be subjected to influences whjcb would de- 
stroy the life of the growing plants—such as 
very bigh or very low temperatures, the action 
of strong acid or alkaline solutions and the like. 
THE FIRST APPLICATION OF THESE DOC- 

TRINES 
to the study of disease in the living animal was 
made in a very important investigation, com- 
mitted to Pasteur by bis old master in chemistry 
(the eminent and eloquent Dumas), into the na- 
ture of the — which was threatening to 
the whole silk cuiture of France and 
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many regarding their preseuce 
sion or concomitant of the disorder, not ö 
This most complicated and ditieult in- 
completely successful as 
to what may be termed its commercial object, 
but that, though it concerned ont a humble 
worm, it lad the foundation of an entirely new 
system and metbod of research into the mature 
and causes of a large class of diseases ia man 
and the hieber animals, of which we are now 
only beginning to see the important results. 

As epizodtic matady extensively pre\ ails on 
the Continent of Europe, though little Known in 
England or America, which is sometimes des- 
nated “splenic fever“ and sometimes an 
thrax’’ or »carbuncular' diseuse, whiie it is 
known in France as carbon or pustule ma- 
line. In its most malignant form it causes 
the death of the horses, cattle, and shecp al- 
fected by it in the course of four-and-twenty 
hours. In the less severe form of anthrax dis- 
ease it occasions great and prolonged sullering, 
even when final recovery takes place. Both

PROPAGABLE TO MAN. 

Between the yeurs 1867 and Iro above 56,000 
deaths from this disease are recorded as having 
occurred among hurses, cattle, and sheep, and 
es deaths among the human population, in the 
single district of Novgorod in Russia. It appears 
to be scarcely ever absent from France, and ts 
estimated to involve an annual loss ol inany 
millions of frances on the part vi breeders in that 
country: whole flocks and herds being carred 
off at once, and their proprietors ruined.

infection from animals. Attention has lately 

been drawn to a severe and often fatal tnalady 
occurring among the * wool-sorters” at Brad- 
ford. The next important step in this investi- 
gauon was the discovery of the modification in 
the potency of the poison, which can be pro- 
duced by the cultivation of the bacillus or 
bacterium. Every one knows that some ot our 
most valued esculent plants and fruits are the 
“cultured ’’ varieties of types which man would 
scarcely care to use in their orivinal state, on 
account of the unpleasantness ol their flavor or 
their semi-poisonous qualities. And now that 
we know that these — 
DISE ASE-GERMS ARE TYP!S OF VEGETATION, 
the idea naturally suggests itself whether they, 
too, may not be so far moiditied by the “envi- 
ronment” ia the midst of which they are do- 
veloped as to undergo some analogous modifi- 
cation. TVO modes ot such “culture '' suggest 
themselvos—the introduction of the germs into 
the circulating current of animals of a differen! 

tvpe and its repeated transmission from one 
such animal to another, and cultivation carried 
on out of the living body in thuids such as biood 

serum or meat-juice) which are found favora- 
bie to its growth, the temperature of the fluid 
in the latter case being kept up nearly to blood- 
beat.

its cultivated bacillus. 

These wonderfu! results obviously bold out an 
almost sure hope of preventiog the ravawes, not 
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merely of the destructive anlinal plagues that 
Show themselves from time totime among us, 
but of doing that for some of the most fatal 


iorms of human infectious disease, which Jen- 
nerian vaccination has alrend done—as shown 
by Sir Thomas Watsonfor what was once the 
most dreaded of them—stnail-pox. ft is un- 
fortunately too true that with the reduction of 
smail-pox mortality there has been an incrcase 
in the mortality from mensies and seariatina 
exceeding thut which increase wf population 
would account for: the-number of deaths in E 
giand and Wales from the ftormerof tbese dis- 
eases frequently exceeding 10.000 in the year; 
while the annual mortality from the latter av- 
erages nearly zu. U, sometimes exceeding 30.00), 
It scarcely seers too much expect that be- 
fore long, as Prof. Lister last „car suggested. 
“an appropriate ‘vaccine’ may be discovered 
for mensies, searlet-fever, and other acute 
specific diseases in the humau subject’: for ai- 
ready in the United States researches’ have been 
made, with very promising results, an the * en 
tivation” of the diphtheritic virus—the mortall- 
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ty from which, in Engiandand Wales, during 
the last decade, has averawed nearly 3.40 an- 
nuaily, being, for the seven years, 1875-7 half 


as great again as the mortality from smali-pox 
during the same period. 

Another important tine of inquiry. which was 
supposed by many abic pathologists to, have 
been closed by the negative resugis of previous 
investigations, has now to be reopened under 
the new light shed upon it by Pasteur's discoy- 
eries; the relation between cow-pox and small— 
pox.

Aud tbirdty, we shall be furnisbed with the 
mene of obtaining, at any time, an original 
stock of edecinia, the continuous transmission 
of which through a succession of heifers will at 
the same time seture the maintenance of its 
potency, aud exclude the chance of human con- 
taminution, 

Among the numerous other researches now 
being followed out on the Pasteurian lines, two 
are likely to prove of the highest practical im- 
portance: those whieh, inthe hands of Drs. 
Kiebs and ‘Tommasi Crudeli, seem likely to 
demonstrate that mwmarsi-malcria derive their 
potency from organic germs (an idea that sin- 
gularly barmonizes with the periadiciiy which is 
the special character of theyvaried forms of 
disease they induce): and those which, based on 
the original discovery of Villemin (in 160) as 
to the communicability of Cubcrele by inocula- 
tion, ure rendering it probable that this terrible 
scourge «including not only pulmonary con- 
sumption, but scrofulous disease in all its Varied 
forme) really depends upon the presence of a 
microphyte, which may be introduced into the 
body, not merely by direct passage intq the 
blood-current as in inoculation), but 
through the alimentary canal, or even through 
the lungs. This doctrine, which was first ad- 
vanced by Prot. Kiebs four years ago, has lately 
been the subject of most careful research by 
Ur. Sentiller of Greifswald., who has shown that 
every form of tubereulosis can thus be artifi- 
induced, the characteristic micrococcus 
spreading rapidly in the blood and tissues of the 
animal inoculated with it; and that if, in an an- 
ima! so infeeted, any joint experimentally 
injured, that joint at once becomes a place of 
preferential resort to the micrococeus, and the 
special or exclusive seat of characteristic tuber- 
of the utmost practical 
interest in its relation to human joint-diseases. 
Another line of inguiry which has obviously 
the mostimportant bearing upon human wel- 
fare, is the propagability of the micrococeus of 
tubercle by tho milk of cows affected with 
tuberculosis: a question in regard to which 
some yery striking facts were brought before 
the Medical Congress by a promising young 
pathologist, Dr. Creighton.

“| venture to say that in the records of human 
industry it would be impossible to point to work 
of more promise to the world than tbese various 
contributions to the knowledge of disease, and 
of its cure and prevention; and they are con- 
tributions which, from the nature of the ense, 
have come, and could only have come, from the 
performance of experiments on living animals.”

Perhaps the careful investigations of Col.

of other crime. It may be that when the in- 
dulgenee of drink is forbidden to them, the 
natural depravity of men seeks other ways 
of venting itself, and so prompts them to ar- 
son and burglary, and larceny and assault. 
but this, if it is true, affords us poor eneour- 
agement in our strenuous efforts to suppress 
drunkenness. The reflection that by check- 
ing intemperance we were propagating man- 
slaughter. and rape, and robbery, might well 
give pause. On the whole, some of us 
will decline to aecept this conclusion. We 
lieve that the decrease of druokenness u ill 
be aceoinpanied everywhere by a decrease of 
ofher crime. and washall go on doing what 
we ean, by such moral and legal agencies as

FINANCIAL. 


Stqgks were inactive, but strong. Money is 
growing easier, as is shown by the favorable 
bank statement. Reports were put in circula- 
uon that Vanderbfit was selling New York Cen- 
tral and that Gould was unloading Wabash. 
New York dispatches assert that long stock 
comes out on every rally, but for all that the 
market does not weaken materially. Railroad 
earnings are enormous, and some roads are 
earning net in one-third of the year as much as 
wil, be needed to pay their dividends for the 
whole twelvemonth. 

Tbe short interest is said to be not quite so 
lame as it was. 

The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy rights are 
expected to decline, because so many of them 
ure held by persons not able to carry tbe sub- 
scriptions. 

The third circular of the series issued by W. I. 
Baker & Co. to show the effect of the crop-short- 
age on various railroads is devoted to the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy. Corn is a very im- 
portant item to the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy: Railroad. It constitutes about one- 
fourth of ali the freight carried on that portion 
of this road situated in Lilinois and lowa, being 
about 2,000 miles. The latest figures are in the 
report made to the Kailroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners of this State. They show that 
out of 4,945,559 tons transported in the 
year ending June . 180, Lz were 
tons of corn, or 43,758,786 bu. It also shows that 
about one-half the total tonnage is made up of 
the five or six staple agricultural products. 
This indicates that the earnings of. this road, 
perhaps more fully than any other great rail- 
oad of the country, depend upon favorabie 
seasons and fortunate harvests. <A total failure 
of the corn crop in Illinois and Southern Iowa 
would result in a failure by the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy to earn 
dividends for the subsequent year. The 
reports made by counties confirm the news al- 
ready had about the partial failure of the corn 
crop along the Burlington Road. Fulton Coun— 
ty, Illinois, reports the “best crop for five 
years,” but in almost every case tifere is damage 
by the drouth of 1881. ranging from a small 
amount to as much as 75 per cent. Returns of 
old corn are summarized as follows:

The bigh prices tor corn 
will bring out ali of the old crop, and ull of the 
new crop which cau be spared wrfil be sent to 
market.

A GRAND GIFT. 


CLIFTON SPREINGS SANITARIUM, VALUED AT 
$400,000, DONATED TO THE CHURCH 
CURIST IRRESPECTIVE OF DENOMINATION.

While the gift at this time is made by a 
Methodist physician, it is not solely for the 
benefit of Methodists nor exclusively under 
their supervision. Dr. Henry Foster, who 
for thirty-two years has been widely known 
in connection with the Clifton Springs (N. 
.) Sanitarium, which he has built) up and 
superintended, has now donated that entire 
property, estimated in value at about $400,- 
000, to a Board of Trustees consisting of 
Bishov Simpson, of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church; Bishop A. C. Coxe, of the | Protest- 
ant Episcopal Chureh; Dr. Clark, of the 
American Board (Congregationalist): Dr. 
Reid, Missionary Secretary of the Methodist 
Episcopal Chureh; Dr. Murdock, of the Mis- 
sionary Union (Baptist); Dr. Ellenwood, of 
the Presbyterian Church Missions; Dr. Fer- 
ris, of the Reformed Church Missions; 
Dr. Anderson, of Rochester University 
(Baptist); Dr. Shaw, of Rochester 
(Presbyterian); Judge Smith, of Canan- 
daigua, N. Y. (Episcopalian); Mr. Andrew 
Pierce, of Clitton Springs(Orthodox Friends); 
the Rev. Dr. Loomis and Mr. William Foster, 
both Methodists and residents of Clifton 
Springs. The first seven Trustees named are 
to be perpetual ex-officio Trustees, and their 
successors must always hold a corresponding 
relation to the churches and missionary so- 
cieties named that these first appointed do, 
and all the Trustees are to hold office for life, 
unless for cause vacancies may be created. 
The property donated consists of a well-ap- 
pointed brick building, 240 feet long and 300 
feet deep, five stories high, and containing 
sixty rooms for guests, in addition to offices, 
bath-houses, chapel, gymnasium, etc. It is 
located on forty-four acres of picturesque 
land, which go with it, as do also the 
“Foster Block” in the town, (compris- 
ing a hotel four stories high, and 
nine rented ,stores: also $160,000) of fire- 
insurance policies on these properties. 852.000 
of jife-insurance as an endowment toward 
the maintenance of the Physician in Chief 
who may succeed Dr. Foster, together with 
the Doctor’s private residence and the piece of 
ground (one and a half acres) on which it 
stands. Ihe donor, however, is to have the use 
of this cottage and $1,000 a year for his support 
while he tives. <A chaplain is also to be 
maintained there. Dr. Foster has hitherto 
held the position of Chaplain and Medical 
Superintendent, but, as he is now 60 years of 
age, he has disposed of ali his earthly pos- 
sessions thus for the benefit of three classes 
of beneficiaries—namely: missionaries and 
their families who are dependent upon their 
salaries for supp ministers of the Gospel 
other than mis$ofaries who are also de- 
pendent upon salaries for support, and 
teachers who may be unable to pay for their 
treatment, and upon the same conditians as 
members of the chure! 

The medical corps the Sanitarium is by 
the deed of trust torever conditioned in the 
interest of the Kmadom of Christ, and in 
harmony with the past thirty-two years’ his- 
tory of the institution. Every physician 
must be not only a regular graduate of some 
reputable medical college, but also a con- 
sistent working Christian.“ The present 
medical faculty consists of Dr. Foster, the 
founder, a Methodist; Dr. Gault, a Presby- 
terian; Dr. King, a Baptist: Dr. Thaver, a 
Congregationalist; and Dr. Speakman (a 
lady physician), a Swedenborgian. Perfect 
Christian harmony pervades this diverse 
churchliness. The guards which the donor 
throws around the chaplaincy is that the in- 
cumbent shall be an ordained clergyman of 
some Protestont denomination, whose public 
preaching and private counsels shall conform 
to the evangelical faith as tested by the 
Thirty-nine Articles of the Episcopal Church 
and the Heideiberg Catechism in their 
common doctrines, without reference to 
the minor details of doctrines, discipline, 
u ‘ lity therein contained. 
Healm of soul and body have been united 
in the purpose and labors of the Sauitarium. 
and over 60,000 persons have been treated 
Sees. Tu provide apsinel toe prota dhe 
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the donor or the conditions of tne deed of 
trust, and to prevent its prostitution to self- 
ish or private interests in case of any such 
maladmiuistration, it is made the imperative 
duty of the Trustees to close the Sanitarium, 
sell all the property, and, together with the 
endowment funds, divide the entire pro- 
ceeds thereof among the several missionary 
societies represented in the Board of Trust- 
ees, to be expendedin the support of foreign 
missions. And to effectuate such winding 
up of the institution. in case of perversion o 
trust, the Attorney-General of this State or 
the interested missionary societies jointly are 
legally empowered to enforee this condition 
in any court of competent jurisdiction and to 
distribute the assets as above specified. Dr. M. 
BB. Gault, who has been for six years one of the 
medieal faculty, has been made Chief Phy- 
sician, and after Dr. Foster’s decease he will 
become Superintendent also, Mr. Andrew 
Pierce, one of the ‘Trustees, has resided dur- 
ing the last four years with his family in the 
Sanitarium, and has spent $15,000 on repairs 
and to beautify the grounds, so that this no- 
ble and unselfish gift, the product of a_ life 
work, comes now into the possession of the 
Church of Christ and not of any particular 
denomination, and in this regard is a unique 
donation. Lf, now, others would complete 
the endowment of the institution all its priv- 
ileges, according to the intent of the donor, 
will be entirely free of charge to beneficla- 
ries. But untilthat is done paying patients 
will be received as heretofore, aceording to 
the capacity of the house.

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INGERSOLL TO BLACK. 


A Sharp Rejotuder to the Scoring Bob 
Received from*the Great Lawyer. 
The debate between Col. Robert G. Inger- 

soll and Judge Jere S. Black on the subject 

of the Christian religion, which was pub- 
lished inthe August number of the North 

American Review, was far from being con- 

cluded in that issue. In the November num— 

ber of the same Review, just out, Col. lnger- 
soll publishes a lengthy rejoinder to Judge 

Black's reply to his first article. Ile states 

that not until his first paper was written did 

he know that Judge Black was to reply to it. 

Ile “expected an answer from some pro- 

fessional theologian, and was surprised to 

find that a reply had been written 
by a ‘ policeman.’ who imagined 
tRat he had answered my argu- 
ments by simply telling me that 
my statements were false.“ After depre- 
eating certain objectionable portions of Judge 

Black's article as “blown and tainted with 

malicious words.“ Mr. Ingersoll addresses 

himself areply which occupies almost one- 
half the entire magazine, and of which we 
give the following extracts: 

The universe, according to my idea, is, al- 
ways was, and forever will be. It did not 
„come into being“; it is the one eternal be- 
ing—the only thing that ever did, does, or 
can exist. It did not “make its own laws,” 
We know nothing of what we cail the laws 
of Nature except as we githber the idea of 
law from the uniformity of phenomena 
springing from like conditions. ‘To make 
myself clear: Water always runs down hill. 
The theist says that this happens because 
there is behind the phenomenon an active 
law. Asamatter of fact law is this side of 
the phenomenon. Law does not cause the 
phenomenon, but the phenomenon causes 
the idea of law in our minds, and this 
dea is produced from the fact that under 
like circumstances the same phenomena al- 
ways happens. Mr. Black probably thinks 
that the difference in the weizht of rocks and 
clouds was created by law; that parallel 
lines fail to unite only because it is illegal; 
that diameter and eircumterence could have 
been so made that it would bea greater dis- 
tance across than around a circle, that a 
Straight line could imclose a triangle it not 
prevented by law, and that a little legislation 
could make it possible for two bodies to oc- 
cupy the same space at the same time. It 
seems to me that law cannot be the cause of 
phenomena, but it is an effect produced in 
our minds by their succession and resem- 
blanee. To put a God back of the universe 
compels us to admit that there was a time 
when nothing existed except this God: that 
this God had lived from eternity in an infinit 
vacuum and in an absolute idleness. The 
mind of every thoughtful man is forced to 
one of these two conelusions, either that the 
universe is self-existent or that it was created 
by a self-existent being. To my mind there 
are far more difficulties in the second hy- 
pothesis than in the first. 

Ot course, upon a question like this, 
nothing can be absolutely known. We live 
on an atom called Earth, and what we know 
of the intinit is almost infinitly limited: 
but, little as we know, all have an equal 
right to give their honest thought. Life isa 
shadowy, strange, and winding road on 
which we travel for a little way—a few short 
steps—just from the cradle, with its lullaby 
of love, to the low and quiet wayside inn, 
where all at last must sleep, and where the 
only salutation is—Good-night. 

I know as little as anyone else about the 
„plan“ of the universe; and as tothe “ de- 
sign.“ I know just as little. 1 will not do to 
say that the universe was designed, and there- 
fore there must be a designer. ‘There must 
first be proof that it was “designed.” It will 
not do to say that the universe has a“ plan.“ 
and then assert that there must have been an 
infinit maker. ‘The. idea that a design must 
have a beginning, and that a designer need 
not, is a simple expression of human 
ignorance. We find a wateh, and 
we say: “So curious and wonderful 
thing must have had a maker.“ We 
tind the watchmaker, and we say: “So cu- 
rious and wonderful things as man must have 
hada maker.” We find God and we then 
say: Ile is so wonderful chat he must not 
have had a maker.“ In other words, all 
things a little wonderful must have been 
created, but it is possible for something to 
be so wonderful that it always existed. One 
would suppose that just as the wonder in- 
creased the necessity for a creator increased, 
because it is the wonder of the thing that 
suggests the idea of creation. Is it possible 
that a designer exists from all eternity with- 
out design? Was there no design in having 
au infinit designer? For me, it is hard to see 
the plan or design in earthquakes and pesti- 
lences. It is somewhat difficult te discern 
the design or the benevolence in so making 
the world that billions of animals live only 
on the agonies of others. The justice 
of God is not visible to me in the 
history. of this world. When I think 
of the suffering and death, of the pov- 
erty and crime, of the eruelty and malice, of 
the heartlesness of this “design” and 
plan,“ where beak and claw and tooth tear 
and rend the quivering flesh of weakness and 
despair, I cannot convince myself that it is 
the result of infinit wisdom, benevolence, 
and justice. 

Uf course, it is admitted that most of the 
Ten Commandments are wise and just. In 
passing, it may be well enough to say that 
the commandment Thou shalt not make 
unto thee any graven image, or any likeness 
of anything that is in Heaven above, or that 
is in the earth beneath, or that is in the wa- 
ter under the earth,” was the absolute death 
of Art, and that not until after the destruc- 
iion of Jerusalem was there a Hebrew paint- 
er vr sculptor. Surely a comiahevgpns is 
not inspired that drives from earth ine living 
canvas aml the breathing stone—leaves ati 
walls bare and the niches desolate. In the 
Tenth Commandment we find woman placed 
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on an exact equality with other property 
which, to say the least of it, has never tende 
to the amelioration of her condition. 

A very curious thing about these Com- 
mandments is that their supposed author 
violated nearly every one. From Sinai, ac- 
cording to the account, He said: Thou 
shalt not kill,” and yet He ordered the mur- 
der of millions; Thou shalt not commit 
aduitery,” and yet He gave captured 
maidens to gratify the lust of captors; ** Thou 
shalt not steal,” and vet He gave to Jewish 
marauders the flocks and herds of others; 
Thou shalt not covet thy neighbor’s house. 
nor bis wife,“ and yet He allowed His 
chosen people to destroy the homes of 
neighbors and to steal their wives: “Honor 
thy father and thy mother,” and yet this 
same God had thousands of fathers 
butchered, and with the sword of war killed 
children yet unborn: * Thou shalt not bear 
false Witness against thy neignbor,“ and yet 
Ile sent abroad “lying spirits” to deceive 
lis own properts, and in a hundred ways 
paid tribute to deceit. So far as we know, 
Jehovah kept only one of these Commaund- 
ment—Ile worshiped no other god. 

L insist that it there be an infinitly good 
and wise God Ile beholds with pity the mis- 
fortunes of [lis children. I insist that such 
a God would know the inists, the ciouds, the 
darkness enveloping the human mind. He 
would know how few stars are visible in the 
intellectual sky. His pity, not his wrath, 
would be excited by the efforts of IIIis blind 
children groping in the night to find the 
cause of things, and endeavoring, through 
their tears, to see some dawn of hope: filled 
with awe by their surroundings, by tear otf 
the unknown, Hle would know that when, 
kneeling, they poured out their gratitude to 
some unseen power, even to a visible idol, it 
was, in fact, intended for Him. An infinitly 
rood beingsahad le the power, would answer 
the reasonable prayer of an houest savage, 
even when addressed to woud and stone, 

Never for an instant did 1 suppose that any 
respectable Auiwrican citizen could be found 
Williug at this day to defend the institution 
of slavery: and never was 1 more astonished 
than when 1 found Mr. Black denying that 
civilized countries passionately assert that 
slavery is and always was a hideous erime. 
lL wasamazed when he deciared that “the 


| doctrine that slavery is a crime under all cir- 


cutustanees and at all ties was first started 
by the adherents of a political faction in this 
country less than forty years ago.” IIe tell, 
us that “they denounced God and Christ for 
not agreeing with them,“ but that “ they did 
not constitute the civilized world, nor were 
they. ii the truth must be told, a very re- 
spectable portion of it.

He knew that His 
Bible would bea breastwork behind which 
tvranny and hypocrisy would crouch; that il 
would be quoted by tyrants; that it would 
be the defeuse of robbers called kings and of 
hypocrits called priests. Ile knew that lle 
had taught the Jewish people but little of 
importance. Ile knew that Ile found them 
free and left them captives. Ile knew that 
Ile had never iulfilled the promises made to 
them. lle knew that while other nations had 
advanced in art and science [lis chosen peo- 
ple were savage still. He promised them 
the world, and gave taem adesert. Ile prom- 
ised them liberty, and Ile made them slaves, 
Ile promised them victory, and He gave 
them defeat. Ile said they should be kings. 
and Ile made themserfs. Ile promised them 
universal empire, and gave them exile. 
When one finishes the Old Testament, he is 
compelled to say: Nothing can add to the 
misery of a nation whose King is Jehovah! 

And here I take occasion to thank Mr. 
Black tor having admitted that Jehovah gave 
no commandment against the practice of 
polygamy, that He established slavery, 
waced wars of extermination, and persecuted 
for opinion’s sake even unto death. Most 
theologians endeavor to putty, patch, ana 
paint the wretched record of inspired crime, 
but Mr. Black has been bold enough and 
honest enough to admit the truth. In this 
age of fact and demonstration it ts refreshing

How charming in these hard and scientific 
times te see Old Age in Superstition’s lap, 
with eager lips upon her withered breast!

Mohammedans can use it as well as Chris- 
tians. Mohammed was a poor man, a driver 
of camels. Ile was without educauon, with- 
out intluenee, and without weaith, and yet 
in a tew years he consolidated thousands 
of tribes, and millions of men confess 
that there is one God, and Mohammed 
is his prophet.” IIis success was a thousand 
times greater during his lite than that of 
Christ. He was not crucilied; he was-agon- 
queror. “ Of all men, he exercised the great- 
est influence upon the human race.“ Never 
in the world’s history did as religion spread 
with the rapidity of his. It burst like a 
storin over the fairest portions of the globe. 
It Mr. Black is richt in his position that 
rapidity is secured only by the direct aid of 
the Divine Being, then Mohammed was most 
certainly the prophet of God. As to wars of 
extermination und slavery, Mohammed 
agreed with Mr. Black, and upon polygamy 
with Jehovah.

THE CROPS OF EUROPE. 
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Effect of the Long Drouth— The Aver- 
ages in Germany and France. 

Wasuincron, D. C., Oet. 19.—Consul War- 
ner, of Düsseldorf, writes to the State De- 
partment that carefully prepared estimates 
published by the Minister of Agriculture of 
Prussia show that the crops for this season 
will net be more than 75 per cent of an aver- 
age year. Taking 100 as an average crop, the 
estimate for Wheat is placed at 80; rye, 77; 
barley, S0; oats, 89: and potatoes, . Drouth 
has prevailed throughout the Empire, the 
average rainfall for the present season being 
one and a half inches, against six inches 
' The most notice- 
able effect of the long drouth has been on the 
hay crop, which, if reports are correct, will 
lose fully from one-half to two-thirds of its 
average yield, and the season is too 
far advanced to expect any better results 
from more favorable weather. Considering 
the great importance of this crop to Prussia, 
Consul Warner writes: 4 failure in it to 
the extent promised would necessarily force 
this country to look to other sources for a 
supply, and in this event the United States, 
with the advanced system of packing hay in 
such compressed bales, shouid take advan- 
tage of an opportunity and increase the 
amount of her exvort to Germany. On in- 
formation derived from a very good source 
it was ascertained that the present prices for 
hay are double those of last year. It would 
be unfortunate for the wretchedly poor 
laboring class in Germany if anything like a 
failure in crops should happen that is now 
predicted. In my opinion it would be the 
cause of greatly increasing the tide of emi- 
gration to America, the land that has an at- 
traction surprising!y wonderful far the Ger- 
man peasant. Their sole ambition seems to 
be turned in the direction toward America. 
Even the old and intirm become comparative- 
ly younger whenever America is talked 
about in their presence and they are told of 
the abundance of breadstulfs that is to be 
had there.“ 

Minister Morton writes that, according to 
published accounts regarding the wheat 
crop of France, it appears the crop has been 
very good in three departments. fair in 
twenty-three, middling in twenty-four, and 
bad in ten. The maximum yield counted 
upon will be about 294,000,000 bushels. The 
quantity necessary for che consumption of 
France is about 352,000,000 bushels. There 
will, therefore, be a deficit of about 58,000,000 
bushels, which will have to be imported 
from other countries, The largest proportion 
of the importation will be from the United 
States, the crops of England, Germany, and 


| Austria being far from what was expected. 


In Algeria the crop is in a deplorable condi- 
tion. ‘The deficit of the cfop in France has 
been attributed to the excessive heat during 
the mopths of June and July.

The Nuisance of Teams Backing up 
to the Sidewalks. 


The MRyor Has Given Orders that an 
End Be Put to It.

Grinnell in regard to bis powers in the premises, 
und Mr. Grinnell sent bim the following clear 
and explicit communication, which shows that

FULL POWER IN THE PREMISES: 


The Hon. Carter Harrison, Mayor, ete.—Deag 


Sin: You ask an opinion as to the power of tng 
city to prevent wagons, teams, etec., while loads 
ing or unloading ia front of any building, store, 
or lot from obstrugting travel along or upon 

streets which said building, store. or lot faces, 
and whether or not there is any ordinance under 
which any person can be fined for obstructing 
the general passage of teams, Cars, or vehicles 
by standing upon such streets for the purpose 


ot loading or unloading his wagou or dray. 


The primary and important purpose of the 
streets is to facilitate the passage of teams and 
the generai public: the streets ure for the use 
of the public at large, and they should be 80 
used and occupied .as to accommodate 
the mass of the public with the 
least possible inconvenience to the 
many. Wen it becomes a question as to which, 
the gent Pil public or the individual owning or 
doing business in a lot abutting a street, is to 
suffer the least inconvenience, the individual 
must conduct bis business 80 as not to obstruct 
the street, and his convenience must give way 
to the public. 

It js provided in Sec. 1,517 of, the Municipal 
(ole that “no person shall obstruct a street. 
railway track, or obstruct or preveut the cure 
from running or progressing thereon by piag 
ing, driving, or stopping, or causing to be driveg 
“ata slow pace, or stopped, any vehbicie or other 
obstacle in, upon, across, along, 
tracks in the way of unn car, it there shall bean 
opportunity to turn off,” ete, under a penalt 
of $. <An opportunity t turn of 
does not mean that a wagon or team 
can back up to a curb or sidewaip 
and stand straight out into the street, and there. 
byvobstruct cars and travel.when standing along 
the curb and sidewalk would prevent the Git 
culty. The increased inconvenience of loading 
and unloading freight, coal, etc., by stand ing se 


| as not to obatruct travel is appurtenant to the 


t or builduywg abutting tne street. The gen. 
eral public ought not to be hindered because of 
u Slight increase of difficulties to any few jndi- 
viduals. 

Ine Municipal Code, Sec. 1,989, provides that 
* The streets, alleys, and sidewalks in the City af 
Chicago sball be kept free and clear of all ob- 
structions, incumbrances, and encroacd ments, 
for the use of the public, and shall not be used 
or occupied in any other way than is hereig 
mentioned in this arilcle.”’ 

No ordinance grants permission to obstruct 
streets by loading or unloading teams of 
wugons. 

Again, the Municipal Code, Sec. 1,998, says that 
* Whenever, from any cause, any street or alley 
of the city shall be obstructed by a press of 


or near said - 


teams attuched to vehicles. loaded or otherwise 


the Mayor, any Alderman, or police officer may 
rive such directions in regard to the removal of 
such teams, vehicies, etc., asin the opinion of 
such oflicer may be required by the public con- 
venience. Any person or persons refusing ot 
negiecting to obey such directions shail forfeil 
und pay a sum of not less than $5 nor exceeding 
#25, und may be arrested forthwith to auswe 
tor such refusal or pewiect.” 

The foregoing provisions clearly declare tha 
any person obstructing the streets or the trave 
upon them by having his team or wagon while 
louding or unloading extended across the street 
or u burt of it shall be subject to fine, ete. The 
provisions of the above ordinauce are salutary, 
and with « judicious exercise of the police pow: 
er the nuisance of having seme coal or othet 
cart with a stubborn driver back up to acurt 
and stand across the street, and thereby inter 
fere with the legitimate use of the street, can 
be abated.

An 
express wagon With a half ton of coal will back 
up to the walk, when the stuff could just as weil 
be thrown over the sides. Butchers, grocers, 
aud bakers insist upon loading and unloading 
their wagons in this way, and stand backed up 
to the sidewalk until all the parcels are thrown 
in, much to the inconvenience of the public. 
This is especially the case on 
Madison and North Clark streets. And 
trians often have to cross between a network 
of teams and endanger life and lind 
because of this wunnece&sary obstruction. 
Hereafter this will be prévented. Follow! 
out the same line of policy ne proposes to ido 
after persons who use one-third of the street 
while they are putting up buildings. They will 
trequently pile material clear to the edge of 
their right, and then load and unload wagons 
outside, tak up more, frequently, than half 
of the street. He gave orders some time ago to 
suppress that nuisance, and the Mayor already 
sees good results. He wants shopkeepers to 
heed the warning and keep their wagons length- 
wise of the walk. In order to carry out his idea 
the Mayor will mount several policemen, who 
will detect all violations and p Iptly suppress 
the nuisance. He believes md@unted men are 
necessary for the purpose, as they can cover 
the ground. After the telephone and police- 
patrol system is completed, the Mayor proposes 
to put ou a force of fifty mounted policemen 
for outside duty, as he believes that they are 
urgently needed in this great and growing city. 
Hethinks that fifty good thounted men are 
equal to several hundred patrolmen,
